The application has been amended as follows: 

• Claim 1 , line 8: before "the squareness", the word "and" was deleted; and 
o Claim 1 , line 9: at the end of the claim, after the word "more", the 
following phrase was inserted: "; a Young's modulus of the lower non- 
magnetic layer is 60 to 99% of a Young's modulus of the upper 
magnetic layer; and a Young's modulus of the intermediate binder 
layer is 10 to 60% of the Young's modulus of the upper magnetic 
layer". 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record since the 
references of record fail to disclose or render obvious the claimed structure wherein the 
relative Young's modulus values are controlled to meet Applicants' claimed limitations. 

While the prior art of record is deemed to disclose the general structure of a 
lower non-magnetic layer, an intermediate layer consisting essentially of a binder for 
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improved adhesion, and an upper magnetic layer, the Examiner notes that the prior art 
of record fails to teach or render obvious controlling the relative Young's modulus 
values to within Applicants' claimed ranges. The Examiner further notes that while it is 
known in the coating-type magnetic art that the Young's modulus of the layers can 
impact the magnetic and running properties of the medium, the prior art of record fails to 
recognize the improvement in uniformity of the magnetic layer observed by Applicants 
upon utilizing Young modulus values within the claimed ranges. As such, the Examiner 
deems that one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to optimize the 
Young's modulus values to within the claimed ranges, since the prior art failed to 
recognize the importance of the claimed ranges.
